A SILVER DOLLAR AND A TACK. 


Used 
in 
Putting Pomters 
Upon the 


Ceiling By the Professional. 


"Of course we used -to put up small 


bills wherever they'd catch the eye," 
said a bill poster who travelled with 
a show making one day stands, "and 
one thing we used to do that always 
pleased folks was to hang a bill from 
a ceiling. You had to have a wooden 
selling, to start with. »nd then all you 
wanted, besides the bills, was a tack 
and a silver dollar. It took practice to 
do it. but when you'd got the knack 
it was very simple and easy. 


"You 
attached two bills together, 


one at the foot of the other so that 
it would hang down when the first one 
was attached to the ceiling. Then 
you folded the bills up. with a tack, 
thrust point upward through the top 
fold of the upper bill, with a silver 
dollar under it, up against its head, 
and between it and the other folds of 
paper under it. 


"Then sometime when the room 


was full of people—this might be a 
hotel office or perhaps a barroom— 
you tossed the bills up and there was 
weight enough in the dollar to drive 
the tack into the ceiling far enough 
to hold. Then the- weight of the paper 
itself and the dollar would open thr 
bills out, and the coin would drop and 
you'd cateh it when it fell, and the 
chances are that not one man in five 
would see it fall. The billc would he

most of the peoplo wouldn't know how. 
and opening out witb the lower bill 
hanging so you could read it.

Now it is 
nearly all being put through the shred 
dcr and made so fine that any stocli 
eats it, and it is thought as valuable aa 
the average western hay.—American 
Cultivator.

Of all pftMeogen carried by ocean 


turrents floating islands are tho roost 
Interesting. Many of ihem have been 
found voyaging on the Atlantic. These 
Islands were originally parts of low 
lying river banks which broke away 
under strew of storm or flood and 
floated out to sea. The Orinoco, the 
Amazon, the La Flata and other trop- 
ical rivers often send forth such pieces 


' 
of their shores. Some pf the bits of 
land are of la*ge size and. carry ani- 
mals, Insects and vegetation, even at 
tiitaes Including trees, the roots of 


,^ 
winch serve to hold the land intact, 
while their branches and leaves serve 
as sails for the wind. Generally the 
waves break up these Islands shortly 
after they put to sea, but sometimes, 
under favorable conditions, they travel 


•> 
long distances. 


The longest voyage of a floating 1s- 


- land, according to government records, 


took place In 1893. 
This island was 


first seen off Florida, and apparently it 
had an area of two acres. It bore no 
trees, but it was thickly covered with 
bushes, and In one place it was thirty 
feet high above the sea level. It wan 
in., the gulf stream, traveling slowly 
and with occasional undulations to 
show where the ground swell was 
.working beneath it. 
Probably it got

stmng of the year, for toward the lat- 


r part of July it had reached the lat- 


itude of Wilmington, Del.

No large animal life had been seen

end of August it had passed Cape Cod

routes quite accurately, and several 


"-"- -^-vessels reported it. 
One month later 


it was in midocean northwest of the 


' Azores, and Its voyage evidently was 
- -beginning to tell on It. It was much 


smaller and less compact. It was not 
seen again, and probably it met do 
struetion In the October gales. But it 
had traveled at least 1,000 miles, and 
if, as was thought, it came from the 
'Orinoco, it must have covered twice 
that distance. 
' It is quite possible that floating is- 
lands larger than this one, under more 
favoring circumstances, might during 
past ages have made the complete Jour- 
ney from America to Europe or Africa 
and so brought about a distribution of 
animal species. Of course it is not ab- 
solutely certain that this island went 
to pieces in October. It might, though 
this Is not probable, have floated down 
Into tho region of calms and seaweed, 
where it would be longer preserved.—

Bofr to Mpke and Plant m. Fine Ito*e 


Bed—Advice For the Ainatear. 


To make a good rose bed the soil 


should be trenched at least twenty- 
four to thirty Inches deep. The best 
method for doing this is to remove the 
top soil to the depth of fifteen or six- 
teen Inches, then break up the subsoil 
fifteen inches deeper, thoroughly in- 
corporatlijg at least one-third as much 
good strong manure as soil through the 
whole. When this Is done, return the 
top soil, adding one-fourth as much 
manure as soil, thoroughly mixing it 
11 the operation. When complete, this 
will leave the bed six or eight Inches 
lighcr than it originally was, but In 
tho course of a few weeks, if done in 
he \ery early spring, or in the fall 
preferably, it will have settled down 
irery considerably by tho time the 
bushes are ready to plant. 


When practiqpble, it is much better 
o prepare a bed as above during the 
!all and allow it to lie all winter. This 
settles it down quite solid by spring. 
Then all that will bo necessary will be 
o stir the Bin-face over to make it line 
jnough to cover tho roots well at plani- 
ng time. Another advantage gained 
by preparing the bed in the fall Is that 
he winter rains and thawing snow will 
lavo largely decomposed tho manure 
and impregnated the ammonia from it 
ill through the soil, leaving It In tho 
jest possible condition for the roots to 
commence feeding on it ab soon as 
slanted. Thus wo have got the prep- 
u-ation all in fchapc.

flow to I'se Glycerin. 


Since so many people use pure glycer- 


in for the skin, a word of caution seems 
necessary. 


If you apply a little glycerin to the 


tip of the tongue, you will find that, 
although it has a pleasant, sweet taste, 
the first sensation that is felt is one of 
pain and burning. This is because glyc- 
erin has a strong affinity for water and 
absorbs all moisture from the surface 
which it touches, 'thus drying up nnd 
parching the nerve?. 


Ignorant of this fact, nurses and 


mothers sometimes apply pure glycerin 
to the chafed skin of infants, doing 
harm Instead of good. The glycerin 
ought to have been first mixed with an 
equal bullz of water. Elder flower wa- 
ter or rosewater can be used instead ot 
ordinary water if preferred. This be- 
ing done, it may be applied to the most 
tender surfaces. 


IHacontcnt of "Women.

The commission would issue a state- 
ment briefly mentioning all of the con- 
ditions which should be found upon a 
farm where sanitary milk is produced. 
Special certificates wotiid be issued to 
dairymen who are found to conduct 
their dairies in the manner prescribed, 
and the names of these 
dairymen 


would be published from time to time 
in the daily papers. Tims persons who 
choose to keep posted may easily know 
if they arc getting milk from a dairy 
that is approved by the commission, 
and if: they are there need be no fear 
but that the milk Is produced and han- 
dled in a sanitary manner. 


A Committee of Governors. 


Five ex-governors of states are in- 


cluded in the membership of the senate 
committee on interstate commerce. No 
othnr committee can boast such a gal- 
axy of former executives. Senator C'ul- 
loin was governor of Illinois from 1877 
to 1888, when he was elected to suc- 
ceed David Davis. Senator Foraker 
has twice been governor of Ohio, se- 
curing two victories out of four en- 
deavors. Senator Tilimun, as every 
one knows, went from his plow to 
the governor's mansion, being nominat- 
ed and elected as the farmers' candi- 
date after a most exciting campaign. 
The governorship was the first political 
oflice he ever held. Senator McLaurln 
was governor of Mississippi from 1S!W 
to 1SUU. He went from tbe senate to 
the governor's chair and then came 
back again to the senate. Senator Fes- 
ter was governor of Louisiana from 
1S92 
to 1900, being iirst elected on the

the long table and says "governor" five 
senators at once give him their distin- 
guished attention.
